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Bikers upset as council secures injunction

BATTLE lines have been drawn after 
Harlow Council secured an injunc¬ 
tion to ban unauthorised rideouts in 
the town. 

Bikers from across the region have 
been angered by the move, which they 
say targets law-abiding motorcyc¬ 


lists. But the council said the injunc¬ 
tion is not about stopping responsible 
riders or drivers from enjoying using 
their vehicles in a lawful manner. 

In a statement released this week, 
the council said it was sorry the 
injunction had “upset and angered 
the wider biking community”, 
adding that it was never its intention 
to do so. 


It stressed that the injunction 
would not apply to anyone: 

■ Riding bikes lawfully on the town’s 
roads. 

■ Driving in a convoy or through the 
town. 

■ Learning to ride or teaching others 
to do so. 

■ Taking part in a charity event.

Details of the football game 
were announced shortly after a 
second rideout, which would 
have been held on Marcel’s 
birthday, was cancelled. 

Firefighter Mr Williamson, 
who lives in Great Plumtree, 
said: “Marcel’s close friend 
Tyler Bull has taken it upon 
himself to organise this night to 
celebrate another one of his 
passions. 

“Tyler has been exceptional in 
making arrangements. 

“I handpicked the other 
officials - Danny Innes and 
Mark Taylor - as they knew 
Marcel so well.” 

The match kicks-off at 7pm, 
with doors opening at 6pm. 
Admission is £3 for adults and £1 
for children. Proceeds from the 
match will be donated to Mind 
in West Essex.

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Anne ‘honoured and humbled’ to 
receive Women For Africa award 


PARALYMPIC athlete Anne 
Wafula Strike said she felt 
humbled after being 
honoured at the Women For 
Africa Awards at the 
weekend. 

Ms Wafula Strike, who 
was born in Kenya and now 
lives in Harlow, was struck 
down with polio at the age of 
two. She was the first 
wheelchair racer from east 
Africa to compete in the 
Paralympics when she took 
part in the Athens Games in 
2004. 

In 2014 she was awarded 
the MBE in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours List in 
recognition of her 
contribution to disability 
sport and her involvement in 
charity work for people with 
disabilities. 


On Saturday night she 
received a recognition 
award during a ceremony 
held at Kensington Town 
Hall. 

“It was a great honour 
and humbling to have been 
thought of in such a great 
way,” she said. “I dedicate 
this award to all those 
battling disability stigma 
and prejudices in society.” 

Ms Wafula Strike also 
dedicated the award to her 
late brother Bishar, whose 
funeral in Kenya she had 
attended a few days before 
the ceremony. 

The Women for Africa 
Awards were started to 
honour women from African 
counties. The categories 
were chosen to encompass 
women in many different 


roles. 

“Africa has over 40 
countries and a large 
number of women who are 
unique and different in their 
own individual ways,” said 
Ms Wafula Strike. “Women of 
all walks of life tend to face a 
lot of challenges in today’s 
society and we feel it is time 
this is recognised. 

“To receive a recognition 
award gives me more 
opportunities to continue to 
champion what I believe in - 
equality, fairness, and 
opportunity for all in 
society.”

Parking wardens given 
cameras after assaults 

Equipment will be activated when officers feel threatened

PARKING wardens patrolling the 
streets of Harlow have been issued 
with video cameras following a num¬ 
ber of incidents in which officers have 
been assaulted or verbally abused. 

The North Essex Parking Partner¬ 
ship, which is responsible for all 
street-based parking services in the 
town, said all its enforcement officers 
will use the body-worn cameras when 
they believe their safety is threat¬ 
ened. 

However, it stressed the equipment 
will not be used to gather evidence for 
the purposes of enforcing parking 
restrictions.

Since April last year NEPP wardens 
have been subjected to a total of 66 
incidents of violence and aggression, 
28 of which were reported to police. 
But only nine of those resulted in 


police action because of a lack of 
evidence. 

In other areas where officers have 
been equipped with cameras the num¬ 
ber of verbal or physical assaults on 
officers has declined. 

The cameras will be used to provide 
video and audio evidence when an 
officer is subjected to abusive beha¬ 
viour. It will be made available to the 
police and used in any subsequent 
court case. 

The NEPP - a partnership between 
Essex County Council and six district 
councils including Harlow - said the 
use of the cameras is governed by 
guidelines set out by the Surveillance 
Camera Commissioner’s Office, a 
Government-appointed independent 
commissioner responsible for all 


guidance in relation to surveillance 
camera systems 

Officers will only activate their 
cameras when they believe their 
safety could be at risk or they are 
likely to be subject to verbal or phys¬ 
ical abuse. 

NEPP chairman Robert Mitchell 
said: “The partnership takes the 
safety of its staff extremely seriously 
and will not tolerate abusive beha¬ 
viour. The joint working committee 
decided to provide its officers with 
these cameras to ensure their pro¬ 
tection and wellbeing at work.” 

He added: “Evidence from the cam¬ 
eras will also enable us to investigate 
any allegations made against our staff 
- which has not been possible pre¬ 
viously.” 


Town’s Scout and Guide groups 
report another rise in numbers 


Bikers angered by crackdown on 
unauthorised rideouts by council 


SCOUTING and Guiding in Harlow is 
proving an increasingly popular pas¬ 
time among the town’s youngsters 
with groups reporting a rise in mem¬ 
bers for the 11th consecutive year. 

Numbers of Rainbows, Beavers, 
Brownies, Cubs, Scouts and Guides 
have gone up by 12 per cent and there 
are now 550 boys, girls and adult 
volunteers involved across the town. 

District Commissioner for Scouts 
Toni Mitchell said: “The reason we 
are growing is that we provide the 
types of activities young people want 
to do. Scouting provides more than 
200 activities from abseiling to zorb- 
ing, with cooking, first aid and hiking 
somewhere in between.” 

Harlow Scouts has recorded the 
biggest growth in Essex and almost a 
third of members are girls, which 
represents an all-time high. 

Nine-year-old Lily May said: “We 
went to the Science Museum in Lon¬ 
don to renew our promises. I felt 
proud to be at such a huge event with 
all of the other members of the dis¬ 
trict.” 

Volunteer Ashleigh Gosnell, 18, 
added: “I find being in Scouting is

very rewarding and would recom¬ 
mend it to anyone. 

“It has helped me develop leader¬ 
ship skills that I don’t think I would 
have picked up without being a volun¬ 
teer and it looks great on my CV

Between March and May this year 
Essex Police received 121 calls about 
motorbikes, quad bikes, pit bikes and 
mopeds being ridden illegally or in 
an antisocial manner in Harlow. This 
compares to 74 during the same peri¬ 
od last year. 

Cllr Ian Beckett, who has raised 
concerns about antisocial behaviour 
in his Bush Fair ward, said: “We 
needed to look at lasting solutions 
because we don’t have the resources. 
It’s about what we will and what we 
won’t tolerate. We wanted to send the 
message that antisocial behaviour 
will not be tolerated.” 

The council statement added: 
“Concerns are being raised by Har¬ 
low residents about persistent unau¬ 
thorised gatherings causing a 
nuisance and antisocial behaviour, 
and the council, supported by the 
police, had to listen and act.” 

Two petitions have been launched 
and hundreds of people have taken to 
social media to criticise the decision. 
Gavin Prior, a motorcyclist from Che- 
shunt who has launched a Facebook 


group against the ban, said: “It crim¬ 
inalises the law-abiding biking com¬ 
munity. It’s penalising the wrong 
people.” 

The injunction also aimed to tar¬ 
get a growing problem of groups of 
people creating a nuisance by riding 
bikes illegally on the streets, public 
highways and on green spaces. 

The council has also written to all 
parents or guardians of Year 11 
pupils and above as well as attending 
school assemblies. 

Meanwhile, police are patrolling 
hotspot areas in the town, seizing 
bikes being ridden illegally and issu¬ 
ing warning notices under Section 59 
of the Police Reform Act 2002. 

Petrol stations are also being 
urged to crack down on petrol being 
sold to under-16s. 

Temporary district commander 
for Harlow Paul Maleary said: 
“Essex Police fully supports the 
injunction held by Harlow Council. 
This clarification statement makes it 
clear that neither Essex Police nor 
Harlow Council intend to target 
those persons engaged in lawful 
activity.”

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Fire sparked by charging laptop 
damages family’s council house 


Residents lose possessions and will be out until August

A FAMILY was forced to flee their 
home because of a fire which started 
when a power socket overheated while 
it was being used to charge a laptop 
computer. 

Great-grandmother Patricia Savill 
and five members of her family have 
been moved into alternative accom¬ 
modation by Harlow Council following 
the blaze, which broke out in their 
council home in Ram Gorse on Sunday, 
May 15. 

“My granddaughter Ashleigh came 
downstairs from her bedroom where 
she had been on her laptop and she 
said she could smell smoke, said Mrs 
Savill, 71. “She had only been down¬ 
stairs for two minutes but suddenly 
there was smoke everywhere. 

Flames 

“There were all these flames coming 
from behind her door. Then 
everything upstairs started catching 
alight.” 

Mrs Savill, her daughter Sarah, 44, 
and grandchildren Ashleigh, 25, 
Ethan, 17, and Mollie, 12, are now 
living a two-bedroom flat in Ark¬ 
wrights, along with Ashleigh’s three- 
year-old son Malachi. 

The fire destroyed furniture, dec¬ 
orations and electrical items, includ¬ 
ing a television and games console. 
The upstairs bedrooms and bathroom 
were badly damaged and there is no 
longer any power to the property. 

The family have been told they will 
not be able to move back into the 
property until August. 

Although many photos and personal 
items survived the blaze, the items 
that were destroyed were not covered 
by insurance.

“The fire was going for about 20 
minutes before the crew got it under 
control,” said Mrs Savill, who has 
lived in then property for 45 years. 
“When it was happening I was feeling 
quite calm, but I do not know why. We 
all spent the night sleeping in the 
sitting room and that was fine, but it 
was hard moving out. 

“Malachi just burst out crying when 
he saw the house as it is now. His room 
is right next to Ashleigh’s but luckily 
he was sleeping downstairs as the 
room was being repainted. Otherwise 
he might have been killed. 

“It is fine [living in Arkwrights] but 
I just want to get back home. 


Everything has to be thrown away.” 

Mrs Savill said she wanted the incid¬ 
ent to serve as a warning to others not 
to leave their laptops unattended while 
they are being charged 
“I am just thinking of all the people 
out there who use a laptop and. I want 
to say to them ‘don’t leave it charging 
on its own’. Everybody does it. 

“I think we were lucky. Nothing of 
any real value has been destroyed and 
we still have each other. Everything 
else, like clothes, we can buy back. 

“I found a birthday card for Malachi 
that had not been damaged. I cried 
when I found it and saw that it was still 
intact.”

Limited vision 
over junction 

SIR, Cllr Rodney Bass’ foolish 
and myopic responses to 
residents’ concerns is aptly 
summed up in his own words, 
“frankly we’re not going to take 
any notice” (Star, May 12). 

By revealing that, despite 
being cabinet member for 
infrastructure, his vision for 
such a major project as a new 
Mil junction - which has 
strategic importance for the 
whole region, will influence 
thousands of lives and have a 
major impact on health - is 
limited to no further than the 
Essex border. 

He says he doesn’t know the 
view of Hertfordshire County 
Council. This is staggering 
admission. For a project of this 
size and impact not to be fully 
mapped out at this stage is a 
dereliction of duty by ECC. 

Having spent well over £50m 
on developments to no good 
effect in the east of the town, 
they are intent on cramming 70 
per cent more traffic into an 
area that already gridlocks and 
is overcongested. 

The current traffic causing 
congestion is trying the get from 
the east side of town to the west 
in the morning and out again in 
the evening. Cllr Bass seems 
blind to the consequences of the 
promised 10,000 jobs being 
created by the move of the Public 
Health England to the former 
GSK site to the west of the town. 

The fact is that the figures for 
traffic flow add up to a total car 
crash and those for the business 
case simply do not exist. The 
need is to compensate for the 
failure to build a major north- 
south road to the west of the 
town, a premise on which the 
town was designed. 

A southern bypass from the 
current Mil junction to access 
the Pinnacles area to the A414 
near Eastwick and a northern 
bypass to cope with access to the 
industrial/business centres of 
Edinburgh Way and cope with 
the inevitable eventual 
development of Harlow North 
would solve the problems. 

The whole cost of a junction 7a 
and associated roads could be 
saved and used more 
productively. 

If a southern bypass were 
planned, businesses, especially 
around Elizabeth Way, would 
respond and the business park 
could be further developed. 


If the experiences of residents 
in the east of the town and of 
commuters travelling in from 
the Mil over the past 20 years or 
so are anything to go by, the 
track record of the county 
council has been spectacularly 
poor. How can we believe that 
things are going to get better? 

East-west links and motorways 
are of such importance that the 
matter needs to be taken out of 
the hands of County Hall.

SIR, The Star reported on the 
plans for a new Mil junction at 
Harlow but as far as I can see the 
only change is the addition of a 
separate roundabout to create a 
dumbbell junction. 

The rest is pretty much as 
seen before other than a three- 
lane road will be used. I would 
have thought that history has 
proven that three-lane roads are 
at best a compromise and at 
worst downright dangerous. 

To paraphrase from the 
article, investment in the town’s 
road network is necessary. Yes, of 
course it is; we have a whole host 
of roadworks afflicting our 
journeys currently and a 
multitude of huge potholes as 
well as serious neglect towards 
the upkeep of the current Mil 
junction. 

The worst part of it is the 
continued blinkered view 
towards a northern bypass. I 
can’t understand how a major 


infrastructure project can be 
planned without looking at the 
bigger picture rather than just 
selfishly thinking about our 
town. 

To state that we don’t know 
the view of Hertfordshire County 
Council proves how short¬ 
sighted this scheme is or appears 
to be. 

A case for the northern bypass 
is clear in that it would remove 
traffic that does not need to pass 
through Harlow and put it on a 
direct route around, thereby 
freeing up the congested routes 
through the town including 
along the A414. 

Please can I ask all parties 
involved in this project to take a 
step back, think properly about 


the bigger picture and take some 
extra time to make the correct 
decision. 

Until this junction is complete 
I guess we will have to put up 
with the dangers of the traffic 
lights causing severe queues on 
all routes to junction 7.

The majority 
did not vote 

SIR, The comments of local 
politicians on the election 
results show they have learned 
nothing. 

The leader of Harlow Council 
claims residents have backed 
Labour on local issues. No they 


haven’t as 68.5 per cent of those 
entitled to vote didn’t do so. 

Of those who voted, more 
withheld a vote for Labour by 
voting for one of other parties. In 
only three wards did the 
winning candidate get an overall 
majority so in eight wards the 
elected councillors represent a 
minority of those who actually 
voted. 

There are claims of knocking 
on doors. Which doors and what 
were they doing? I suspect it was 
a matter of trying to get their 
own vote out rather than engage 
in any meaningful political 
dialogue, let alone engage in 
some sort of political education 
to inform the electorate as to the 
real issues which face local 
democracy. 

I didn’t see a single poster let 
alone any political material 
which would have stimulated the 
electorate into identifying the 
issues and challenging the 
candidates on policies that might 
address the real problems we 
face. 

Two year ago I challenged 
councillors to back a campaign 
of political education without 
getting support from any party. 
After the election of Jeremy 
Corbyn last year I wrote to the 
local GMC of the Labour Party 
asking for support and have yet 
to receive a reply When Mr 
Corbyn visited Harlow it was to 
a private meeting open only to 
selected members of the party. 

Councillors need to be 
reminded that they are not 
members of a select club keeping 
a tiny percentage of the public 
happy whilst supporting a 
coalition of selected members of 
the executive, supporting non 
elected officers in carrying out 
central government policies. 

Local government is meant to 
represent the wishes of the local 
community and to ensure that 
policies are adopted which will 
meet those needs, to ensure 
those who work for the council 
carry out those policies and to 
ensure, along with the MP, that 
the national government 
facilitates such policies for the 
local area. 

That is what local democracy 
demands.

A COUNCIL tenant has been 
ordered to remove a wildlife 
puddle pond she created more 
than six years ago. 

Maureen Powell, 63, of Latton 
House, built the feature in a com¬ 
munal garden for the enjoyment 
of all the residents living in her 
block. 

But Harlow Council has now 
told her that the warer feature 
will be removed and she will be 
billed for the cost. 

Bigger 

“There are bigger potholes in 
the road than this,” fumed Ms 
Powell, who said the puddle is six 
inches at its deepest point and just 
two inches deep at its shallowest. 

She added: “We just wanted 
something nice and some to be 
proud of. 

“It’s things like this that I think 
is why Harlow has gone down 
hill. 

“The council don’t want us to 
feel like it’s our home. They want 
it all their way.” 

Ms Powell was told she had 14 
days to fill in the pond or foot the 
bill for it to be done. 

“I just can’t understand why 
they want it to go after all this 


time. It makes no sense,” she 
said. 

“I understand that we didn’t get 
planning permission but they 
haven’t offered an alternative. It’s 
just ‘we’re taking it out’. 

“Everyone who walks past 
always comments about how nice 
it is.” 

Latton House contains proper¬ 
ties for council tenants over the 
age of 55. It faces Latton Com¬ 
mon. 

The residents have undertaken 
various improvements to the com¬ 
munal gardens including laying a 


lawn and installing benches, all at 
their own expense. 

“It’s just petty,” said Ms Powell. 
“We’re just want the area to look 
nice.” 

Wildlife puddles offer animals 
and birds a source of water and 
food and residents living in Lat¬ 
ton House have reported seeing 
foxes, hedgehogs, frogs and birds 
including blackbirds, robins and 
sparrows. 

A spokesman for Harlow Coun¬ 
cil said: “We are meeting with the 
resident on Friday to discuss a 
way forward.” 


Public response to £400m science hub 


HUNDREDS of people attended an exhibition of 
plans by Public Health England to create a £400m 
science hub in Harlow. 

The three-day showcase was held at Harlow Leis- 
urezone, with PHE representatives on hand to 
explain its proposals to develop the former Glaxo¬

impressions of what it could look like, the exhibition 
included timescales for the project and the employ¬ 
ment, training and education opportunities it will 
bring to the town. 

Programme director Dr Tim Harry said: “The 
support and interest shown by the Harlow com¬ 
munity at the exhibition was extremely encour¬ 


aging. We received valuable feedback from a variety 
of people that we will definitely be taking on 
board. 

“Everybody’s feedback is important and wel¬ 
comed, whether it’s positive or about specific con¬ 
cerns people may have. PHE wants to build strong 
relationships with the Harlow community which 
will last for a very long time.” 

Further public consultations will take place later 
this year before PHE submits a planning application 
to Harlow Council.

Fraudster pocketed thousands from scam

A SMOOTH-talking fraudster who fleeced 
trusting investors out of their savings in a 
precious metals scam deserves his tough sen¬ 
tence, top judges have ruled. 

Oliver Anthony Slater, 28, of Mill Street, 
Harlow, used aggressive cold-calling tech¬ 
niques to persuade sometimes elderly punters 
to part with their hard-earned cash. 

One victim, Bernard Todd from Cornwall, 
told how he ploughed nearly £100,000, most of 
his savings into the fraudster’s scheme. 

Mr Todd had hoped that he and his wife 
could use their profits to put their grand¬ 
daughter through university, the Appeal Court 
in London was told on Thursday. 

However, the couple are now faced with the 
threat of having to sell the home they had built 
specially for their retirement. 

The court was told Slater and an accomplice 
conned 10 victims in all, four of whom suffered 
devastating losses. 

Trusting punters came to grief after Slater 
cajoled them into ploughing cash into a busi¬ 
ness selling rare earth metals. He used a 
valuable customer database stolen from his 
previous employer, to target potential clients, 


were in truth often worthless. 

Slater had been a successful derivatives 
dealer and begun trading the rare metals in 
good faith. But the scheme later became fraud¬ 
ulent and he lavished some of his ill-gotten 
gains on the trappings of a luxurious life¬ 
style. 

Slater was jailed for four years and four 
months last October after he admitted con¬ 
spiracy to defraud and illicitly downloading 
the client database. However, his legal team 
argued the sentence was far too harsh and way 
out of line with a suspended sentence received 
by his accomplice. 

But Mr Justice Globe, sitting with Lord 
Justice Hamblen and Judge John Wait, said 
Slater’s role was more prominent and his 
accomplice had striven to repay much of the 
cash. 

“We are satisfied that no right-thinking 
member of the public would think there is any 
legitimate sense of grievance arising from the 
sentence passed on Slater,” the judge con¬ 
cluded. 

“In these circumstances the appeal must be 
dismissed.”

THE new police and crime 
commissioner for Essex has 
vowed to crack down on anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Roger Hirst, who took over 
from Nick Alston earlier this 
month, has set out a five-point 
action plan which also includes 
domestic violence, violent crime, 
gangs and organised crime and 
to make the Essex force more 
accessible. 

“To deliver these priorities I 
will work closely with chief 
officers to drive the 
modernisation of the force,” he 
said. 

Technology 

“We must ensure our police 
have good technology to enable 
them to complete tasks whilst 
out in our communities, 
remaining visible and accessible 
to local people.” 

Mr Hirst said it was also his 
aim to double the size of the 
special constabulary and ensure 
they are fully integrated into 
policing teams across the county. 

Finance is one of the biggest 
challenges facing the force and 
Mr Hirst said it needed to make 
the best use of limited resources. 

“We will also continue to 
develop a plan for making the 
best use of police stations,” he 
added. “We need to be ensuring 
we’re not wasting money on 
repairing old buildings and 
using the proceeds of sales to 
help deliver the technological 
infrastructure that a 21st 
century police force needs.”

Veteran fundraiser ready for next challenge

A YEAR after cycling across the United States of 
America, a fundraising grandfather has chosen 
a ride closer to home for his next charity 
challenge. 

Graham Ellis will embark on his 36th test of 
endurance next month when he sets off on a 450- 
mile trek across the width of the British Isles 
from Ireland in the west to Norfolk in the east. 

“I do something every year and I wanted to 
keep that going,” said 66-year-old Graham, of 
Elmbridge, Harlow. “I am feeling confident and I 
am looking forward to it. I have never been to 
that part of Ireland. 

“Because I did a 2,909 mile ride from San 
Diego to Florida last year I am slowly making 
my way around the world. I guess the next 
logical step would be the Netherlands but I am 
not promising I am doing that.” 

Graham, who was awarded a British Empire 
Medal for his services to charity, will start the 
ride on June 10 and hopes to be complete it in 13 
days. He has set a target of raising £5,000 for 
Great Ormond Street Hospital. 

He said: “One of our sons was at Great 
Ormond Street and I want to support their 
services which need £90m a year to keep run¬ 
ning. I think it is a very worthy cause and I want 
to raise money for them again.” 

Graham’s wife Sandra will drive parts of the 


route ahead of him to act as a mechanic and 
provide moral support. They will stay in bed 
and breakfast accommodation along the route. 

The couple have three children and five 
grandchildren and Graham is still the senior 
partner of his own charted surveyor firm, Gra¬ 
ham Ellis Associates. 

Since 1981 he has raised more than £500,000 
for various charities by completing a challenge 
every year. These include climbing Machu Pic- 
chu, trekking 100km across the Sahara Desert, 
completing the Three Peaks Challenge and run¬ 
ning the London Marathon... and he is already 
looking ahead to next year. 

“I have got a couple of ideas,” he said. “I am 
interested in cycling from Harlow to Barcelona. 
I am always looking to do something else. I am at 
retiring age and it’s a good way of keeping me fit 
as there is a lot of training to do. There is also the 
incentive to raise money for charity.” 

For now he is planning for his next cycle ride. 
“I have been doing 50 miles every week in 
training. Sandra and I will both take a sat-nav so 
when she is driving ahead she can see where I 
am. We have it all mapped out.” 

It has already been a successful year for the 
Ellis family after Graham’s 15-year-old grand¬ 
son Georgie won the ABA England junior box¬ 
ing title with an eye on competing in the 2020 
Olympics in Tokyo.

Recent figures suggest demen¬ 
tia is a condition feared more 
than cancer, and now there’s a 
tour that lets people experience 
what it is really like to have 
dementia. 

Senses 

The Mobile Virtual Dementia 
Tour takes away people’s 
primary senses, to let them exper¬ 
ience the fear and frustration 
dementia sufferers go through on 
a daily basis. 

It is hoped the experience, 
which is being delivered to all 
staff at Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital as part of National Demen¬ 
tia Awareness Week, will show 
that a person with dementia is 
not challenging or aggressive. 

Falls co-ordinator Christopher 
Tuckett said: “By using the vir¬ 
tual dementia tour to train our 
staff we are ensuring what, as 
carers, we need to do to ensure we 
offer dementia patients the best 
care possible. 

“By the end of the week we 
trained up to 120 staff members 
and going forward we plan to 
make it part of our routine train¬ 
ing schedule for all staff. 

“Although it is not required by 
law, as a trust we are going to 
make it a standard training 
requirement.” 

Invited to take part in the tour, 
I was a little sceptical about how 
someone could experience what 
it is like to have the neurological 
condition and nervous about how 


The Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital Trust has also recently 
signed up to John’s campaign, 
which allows carers of dementia 
patients to stay overnight with 
them. 

This is to ensure dementia 
patients do not deteriorate as a 
result of feeling alienated in a 
strange environment. 

Andy Dixon, matron for quality 
improvement and dementia lead 
for the trust said: “I think the 
week was a great opportunity and 
as a team it was really interesting 
for us to see how we could help to 
raise awareness. 

“The feedback we received from 
staff about the training was 
extremely positive. 

“Almost everybody who took 
part said the insight they got 
about how dementia patients feel 
really changed their perspective 
and would definitely influence 
their approach to caring for 
people with dementia.” 


Champions 


The PAH Trust is committed to 
developing its services for demen¬ 
tia patients and has trained 12 
dementia champions with a fur¬ 
ther nine to qualify this summer. 

This is a six-month training 
programme which aims to give 
staff, who have volunteered, 
enhanced knowledge so that they 
may lead changes in their own 
areas. 

In total the trust will have 21 
champions trained by June but 
the plan is to continue this pro¬ 
gramme on a yearly basis. 


People living with dementia 
hear at a slightly higher volume to 
those without the condition.

touch and their sight is impaired 
with glasses, simulating macular 
degeneration and presbyopia - 


blurry near vision. 

Before the tour starts I’m told I 
won’t be able to ask questions 
while I’m immersed. Then I’m 
kitted out in the gloves, spiky 
insoles, dark glasses and head¬ 
phones, and without any other 
words, somebody flicked a switch 
on my headphones and I was 
guided in to the room. 

The insoles in my shoes rep¬ 
licate the pins and needles caused 
by peripheral neuropathy where 
nerve endings die in the hands 
and feet. It’s like walking on 
shards of glass and I gingerly 
make my way around the room, 
inadvertently adopting the shuff¬ 
ling gait of someone who is living 
with dementia. 

I can’t make out the faces of 
anyone in the room, leaving me 
disoriented and scared. 

My headphones reproduce the 
kinds of sounds heard by a person 
with dementia. There is laughing 
and talking but nothing is clear.

B ACK in 1975 Britain voted to enter 
a trading organisation known as 
the European Economic 
Community. It was supposed to be an 
organisation to facilitate trade between 
European neighbours.

MORE than 47,000 people respon¬ 
ded to a consultation on proposed 
routes for a new Lower Thames 
Crossing. 

Plans to build the first new road 
crossing for 25 years are con¬ 
sidered to be necessary to unlock 
massive economic bene¬ 
fits for the region. 

Nearly 30,000 people 
responded to the con¬ 
sultation online, with a 
further 3,700 people com¬ 
pleting a paper question¬ 
naire and some 13,000 
sending emails or let¬ 
ters. 

The responses are 
now being analysed 
before a final decision on 
a preferred route is 
made by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Highways England 
consultation manager 
Martin Potts said: “We 
set out to reach as many 
people as possible to let 
them know about our 
plans and to seek their 
views. The response has 
exceeded our expecta¬ 
tions. 

“The route for a new 
Lower Thames Crossing 
is a massive decision 
and it is vital we get it 
right. 

“I am very encour¬ 
aged at the significant 


number of responses that we have 
received as they will really help us 
to make the best possible recom¬ 
mendation to government about 
the route that this vital new road 
link should take.” 

The new road could be ready by 


2025 and would open up new areas 
for economic growth, relieve con¬ 
gestion at the existing Dartford 
Crossing and improve the road 
network by providing an altern¬ 
ative link for motorists wanting to 
cross the Thames.

Have blinds faith 




Use a good, rigid metal tape measure to measure up for blinds - 
cheaper tape measures bend too much and should be avoided. If 
you’re measuring inside the window recess, a digital laser measurer, 
such as the Bosch PLR15 (£37.95, John Lewis), will give you 
extremely accurate results at the press of a button. 


1. Blinds can either be fitted inside the 
window recess or outside the window, 
which is called exact fitting, so start by 
deciding which look you prefer. 

In some cases, you’ll only be able to do 
one or the other. Remember, roller blinds 
take up less space when rolled up than 
Roman blinds, so this may be a 
consideration. 

2. The advantages of recess fitting are 
that the blind is made to fit the window 
and works with its proportions, and the 
window sill and wall around the window 
can still be used. 

The disadvantage is that light will 
flare around the edges of the blind, so 
you’ll also need to fit curtains outside 
the window if you want to cut out all the 
light. 

3. The advantage of exact fitting is that 
you can give the impression of a taller or 
wider window, either by fitting the blind 
well above the window or choosing a 
blind that’s wider than the window. 

Exact fitting also leaves the window 
completely clear when the blind is up. 
The disadvantage is that a blind fitted 
outside the recess takes up wall space 
and may be in the way of furniture etc. 

4. For recess fitting, measure the width 
of the recess in three places - the top, 
middle and bottom. 

Measuring in centimetres, take the 
smallest measurement and round it 
down to ensure the blind fits inside the 
recess. 


The length of the blind, also known as 
the drop, is from the top of the inside of 
the window to the window sill. 

Again, measure this in three places 
and use the smallest measurement, 
although you can add more to the drop of 
a roller blind because it doesn’t all have 
to be unfurled. 

5. For a blind hanging outside the 


window, decide how far you want it to 
extend to the left and right and measure 
between these points. 

In general, we suggest leaving around 
10cm above the window recess and at 
least 7cm on each side. 

Then decide on the best place for the 
blind to end - on or just below the 
window sill often works well.

HE diverse nature of the town is celebrated 
through art in Harlow Festival 2016 which 
begins this weekend.

“More than anything we are in an age where people are 
finding it’s difficult to promote their stuff and we try and 
help promote people and provide events to show their 
work.

“We just brought Peter Pan into 
our roster. The Harlow show will 
be second and we will go on to 
perform in three more of our 
areas,” he said. 

“The rehearsals have been 
going very well. The lad playing 
Peter Pan is Adam Dance. He has 
the most remarkable tenor voice. 
He is absolutely brilliant.” 

The plot sees Wendy Darling 
and her two brothers transported 
from their home in Kensington 
Gardens to Neverland where Peter 
has adventures with fairy Tinker 
Bell and his gang of Lost Boys. 


The gang get up to a host of 
magical adventures which 
culminates in a battle with the 
evil Captain Hook. 

Wendy is played by Emily 
McCormick, the director is 
Wendy Wilde and Jonny Smith is 
the musical director. 

RARE will perform on the 
evenings of Thursday, June 2, to 
Saturday, June 4, with an 
additional matinee on the 
Saturday. 

The musical theme is a novelty 
for Peter Pan, but Dave said this 
is one to sit back and enjoy rather 
than sing along to. 

“Peter Pan is usually performed 
as a pantomime,” said Dave, who 
lives in Ware but is originally 
from Southport. 

“This was a version based on 
the Barrie story. It has been 
re-created (with songs) by George 
Styles and Anthony Drewe. It is 
the best musical score I have 
come across for some time now. 

“There is a lot of music in it. I 
would imagine it would be 50-50 
with dialogue. There is no real 
dancing.” He added there would 
be one moment of audience 


interaction during Tinker Bell’s 
moment of truth towards the 
climax of the play. 

“It has been a real challenge for 
RARE. We have had to design and 
build a set,” Dave continued. 

“It is quite a challenge to stage 
it. Our wardrobe team has created 
completely new costumes for this 
show. They have literally had to 
create costumes for the lost boys, 
the pirates and everyone else. We 
don’t buy anything in and we 
make all our own.” 

Dave said Adam was a perfect 
fit for the lead role as the 
19-year-old has experience of 
taking the lead role of Jean 
Valjean in RARE’s performance of 
Les Misreables at Hertford 
Theatre. 

“We audition for all our shows. 
We advertise locally and hold 
open auditions. Ages range 
between eight and 21.

“We have been using Harlow 
Playhouse for six or seven years 
and we have been going as a 
company for 12 years. We have a 
close working relationship. 

“We do two shows a year there 


and we hire the theatre for the 
week. We do all of our rehearsals 
there too. 

Dave added: “Amber Wallis is 
the choreographer. A few years 
ago she was playing Wendy in the 
Harlow pantomime of Peter Pan. 

It has come full circle.” 

“We always get very good sales 
in Harlow. As a youth theatre 
company we accept that two 
thirds of the audiences are made 
up of people who are in some way 
related to the cast members. 

“We always play to good houses 
in Harlow and get a good 
reception. It is the real Peter Pan 
story with a twist but I cannot tell 
you much about that!”

eleased in 2010, Tim Burton’s 
descent down the rabbit hole of 
Alice In Wonderland was a 
triumph of eye-popping style 
and weirdness over substance. 

Audiences didn’t care about flimsy 
narrative and his quixotic journey of 
self-discovery became the second highest 
grossing film that year behind Toy Story 
3, with box office takings in excess of one 
billion US dollars. 

That’s more than one billion 
compelling reasons for a sequel and, lo 
and behold, James Bobin replaces Burton 
at the helm for the madcap 
time-travelling adventure, Alice Through 
The Looking Glass. Screenwriter Linda 
Woolverton, who adapted the first film, 
largely abandons Lewis Carroll’s 1871 
novel, introducing an eccentric new 
character - Time - in order to facilitate 


some trippy excursions through the past 
and present and reveal how the 
decapitation- 

happy Red Queen (Helena Bonham 
Carter) came to be cursed with an 
oversized noggin. 

Like its predecessor, the sequel spares 
no expense with the visuals, inducing eye 
strain, motion sickness and perhaps even 
the odd headache in 3D and Imax. 

The paucity of characterisation is even 
more pronounced in this second helping, 
tethering much of the nonsense to 
Johnny Depp’s wide-eyed theatrics as the 
Mad Hatter. 

Alice (Mia Wasikowska) has 
successfully buckled her swash as 
captain of her father’s ship, The Wonder, 
but when she returns to dry land, the 
plucky heroine learns that her mother 
(Lindsay Duncan) has sold the deed to 
her embittered former suitor, Hamish 
Ascot (Leo Bill). 

Defiant in the face of adversity, Alice 
takes a tumble through a mirror and 
plummets into Wonderland where she 
reunites with the White Queen (Anne 
Hathaway), Tweedledee and Tweedledum 
(Matt Lucas), Absolem the Caterpillar 
(voiced by Alan Rickman), The Dormouse 
(Barbara Windsor) and the White Rabbit 
(Michael Sheen). 


They reveal that the Mad Hatter (Depp) 
is in an emotional funk because he’s 
convinced that his family, including his 
milliner father Zanik (Rhys Ifans), did 
not perish in the Jabberwocky’s inferno. 

To set the Hatter’s mind at rest, Alice 
agrees to steal a device called the 
Chronosphere from its guardian, Time 
(Sacha Baron Cohen). 

“Do try not to break the past, present 
or future,” advises The Cheshire Cat 
(Stephen Fry) as Alice slides back and 
forth through time to learn the startling 
truth. 

Alice Through The Looking Glass is a 
topsy-turvy jaunt too far for Lewis 
Carroll’s iconic characters. 

Wasikowska reprises her role as the 
spirited adventurer who believes that 
“the only way to achieve the impossible, 
is to believe it is possible”. 

Depp, Cohen and Bonham Carter 
compete to see who can scene-steal with 
the greatest abandon. 

Bobin’s film feels considerably longer 
than 113 minutes. 

If only the Chronosphere was real and 
we could fast forward through the 
sentimental goo of the final section.

Suzuki's new 
Baleno offers 
sensible 
motoring 



TESTE 


Suzuki Baleno

I T might seem strange for a 
car maker to come out with 
a new model that to all 
intent and purposes is a 
rival to one of its existing 
cars - which is what some 
motorists may think about the 
arrival of the new Suzuki Baleno 
supermini. 

This new five-door hatchback 
on the surface looks set to 
compete against the Suzuki 
Swift hatchback as well as Ford’s 
Fiesta, Skoda’s Fabia and VW’s 
Polo but bosses here are 
confident it “offers something 
different” and they will sell (at 
least scheduled to sell) 3,500 of 
the Indian-made Baleno models 
here in a full year. 

A closer look at the make-up of 
the Baleno - last seen on these 
shores back in the late Nineties - 
clearly identifies differences 
with the Swift being the more 
sportier and the new and 
slighter longer Baleno far more 
practical with oceans of space 
inside and keenly priced too for 
motorists with a family. 


It has a slightly longer body 
too than the Swift with what 
some observers would say 
“sensible styling” and not quite 
having the sporty looks of the 
Swift - but it’s far from dull 
looking, yet admittedly not 
exactly a head-turner. 

This Baleno has two major 
advantages over other current 
supermini models in that it has 
bags of interior space - probably 
the most spacious of any in its 
class - and it has outstanding 
levels of standard equipment on 
board (even the entry-level SZ-T 
at a bargain price of £12,999) 
making it exceptionally good 
value for money. 

These two advantages will be 
crucial factors for the 80 per cent 
of individual, retail buyers who 
will go for the Baleno and in 
both cases they won’t be 
disappointed either because it’s 
a practical, spacious and well 
put-together family hatchback 
that’s also affordable to run. 

Only available as a five-door 
the Baleno also has a new Suzuki 
three cylinder, one-litre 


turbocharged petrol engine 
under the bonnet which is a 
little gem providing a good, wide 
spread of torque (i.e pulling 
power) and competent enough 
acceleration through a really 
delightful light yet positive five- 
speed manual gearbox. 

The 109bhp engine revs freely 
and is smooth and responsive 
when required and for a three 
cylinder unit is noticeably quiet 
too compared to some rival three 
cylinders units in other makes of 
cars at this level. 

With accurate steering and a 
decent turn of speed this one- 
litre makes the car agile and a 
pleasant driving experience for 
whoever is behind the wheel. 

Now, in performance terms it 
won’t turn up any trees as the 
old saying goes, but overall it 
feels competent enough when 
being driven, if not startling, and 
ideal for town, urban and 
country driving rather than 
outright motorway speeds. 

Suzuki say it will accelerate 
from 0 to 60mph in around 11 
seconds, has a claimed top speed 


of 124mph and will return a 
combined fuel consumption 
figure of 62.5mpg. 

On a morning’s test run my 
Baleno clocked up 49.5mpg 
without any trouble and 
crucially for the driver wanting 
some mid-range overtaking 
speed simply use the gears up 
and down sensibly and it 
responds and feels comfortable 
enough when making such 
moves. 

The suspension is a little on 
the soft side and there’s a bit of a 
body roll when cornering fast 
but not in an uncomfortable kind 
of way but for the type of driving 
this car offers it won’t disappoint 
motorists. 

Obviously those drivers 
looking for a more sporty 
performance may well want to 
stick to the Swift or go for one of 
the quicker supermini rivals 
that will naturally be more 
expensive. 

Keeping the Baleno in the lane 
of sensible, practical and cost- 
effective motoring it’s C02 is a 
commendable 105 g/km, it sits in 


insurance group HE and in VED 
band B. 

With a new lightweight, highly 
rigid body structure on a new 
platform this Baleno gives 
motorists a glimpse of what we 
can soon expect from other 
Suzuki models in respect of 
lighter body shells - the basic 
shell structure is 196kg meaning 
Suzuki is the first car maker to 
beat the 200kg mark in this 
supermini sector of the market. 

For buyers the more important 
concern is what do they get for 
their money when it comes to 
standard equipment levels and 
on the surface even the entry- 
level is certainly highly 
impressive. 

This SZ-T model comes with 
six airbags, 16-inch alloy wheels, 
air conditioning, sat nav, DAB 
radio with bluetooth, rear 
privacy glass and front electric 
windows. That’s quite 
impressive for a car at this level 
and gives advantages over most 
rivals. 

Move up to the SZ5 (£13,499) 
and there’s even more standard 


features such as automatic 
climate control, rear electric 
windows, 4.2-inch central colour 
trip display, LED rear lights, 
adaptive cruise control and 
radar brake support. Again 
weighing up the opposition and 
it’s a sound package for 
individual buyers. 

Like all new Suzuki cars the 
Baleno comes with a three-year/ 
60,000 mile warranty plus a 
year’s AA cover and servicing on 
the 1.0-litre Booster turbo petrol 
engine versions is either 
annually or at 9,000 miles. 
Verdict: Value for money is the 
key here when weighing up the 
purchase price and the high level 
of standard equipment. 
Practicality is another word that 
comes to mind in describing this 
new Baleno. 

The gutsy performing one-litre 
engine is great making it an easy 
car to drive if not particularly as 
snazzy or exciting as some of its 
more expensive rivals while 
inside the seats a comfortable 
making for a pleasant ride 
whatever the road conditions.

EXPERIENCED former Crewe 
Alexandra and Leyton Orient 
defender Billy Jones (above) has 
signed for Harlow Town. 

Hawks boss Danny Chapman 
had been in talks with the left¬ 
footed player since March and 
had a gentlemen’s agreement - 
as exclusively revealed by the 
Star - but Jones wanted to 
remain at Vanarama National 
North team Gloucester City until 
the end of this season to help 
them beat relegation. 

The 32-year-old is a vastly 
experienced left-back with more 
than 300 Football League 
appearances to his name. 

He has joined Harlow in a full¬ 
time role and will double up as 
youth development officer, 
helping Chapman to run the 
academy and oversee the many 
youth teams at the club. 

On the pitch, Jones will play 
either at centre-half or left 
midfield - and Chapman was 
quick to pour cold water on 
rumours player of the year 
Layne Eadie would now be 
moving on. 

“Layne is not going anywhere. 
He will be Harlow left-back for 
years,” said the Hawks boss. 

“Bill will be a left-sided centre- 
half. I needed three centre-halves 
in case something happens.” 

After spells at Orient and 
Kidderminster, Jones moved to 
Exeter City where he scored 17 
goals in 86 appearances, before a 
£65,000 move to Crewe Alexandra 
in 2007, for whom he played more 
than 70 times. 

A clinical dead-ball specialist, 
he is set to take the free-kicks for 
Harlow in Ryman Premier next 
season. 

Chapman said: “It’s one level 
below Gloucester, but I don’t 
think there’s a lot of difference.”

Sonko sees Cherries 
as Hawks’ inspiration

SOME aspiring non-league teams 
might look to the likes of Steven¬ 
age and Wycombe Wanderers as 
^ the template of what can be 
k k achieved as they look to climb 
k the league ladder. 

But not Harlow Town’s 
^ former Reading and Stoke 
l City central defender 
‘ Ibrahima Sonko - he’s look- 
r ing to Premier League 
Bournemouth as his inspir¬ 
ation for a Hawks promotion 
surge. 

The former Senegal interna¬ 
tional has been a revelation over 
the last nine months as Danny 
Chapman’s side made it fourth 
time lucky with promotion and 
victory in the play-offs. 

Sonko, 35, who turned down a 
one-year contract at Scottish 
Premier League side Kilmarnock 
in October, has already agreed a 
contract to lead Hawks’ pursuit of 
promotion in the Ryman Premier 
next season. 

He is also motivating the future 
Harlow stars as academy coach. 

Having watched Eddie Howe 
lead the Cherries from the brink 
of non-league football in 2009 to 
the Premier League in 2015, Sonko 
is clear how rapid, successive pro¬ 
motions can be achieved. 

And he should know, having 
been a key man at Reading when 
the side reached the Premier 
League for the first time in the 
club’s history, back in 2006. 

He’s not saying Harlow will be 
" promoted to the Football League 
in three years’ time, but is full of 
hope that the Hawks can now 
climb the non-league ladder. 

He said: “To be successful you 
have to have desire - it is not a 
word, it is an act. You have to do it 
- and we did it.” 

And he stressed the side won’t 
be battling relegation next term, 
like most teams who come up 
from Ryman North. 





He insisted: “That won’t hap¬ 
pen to us - we are going there to 
make the play-offs. We are not 
going there to stay in the league. 

“We have to use this like the 
way Bournemouth did. Bang, 
bang - we need the momentum. 
We have the momentum now. It’s 
going to be tough, we are going to 
have better players coming in. 

“We are going to have players 
interested in coming in. The chal¬ 
lenges we are going to face, we are 
going to have to raise our game. 

“We stuck to our plan [in the 
play-offs] and showed discipline 
and quality. Hopefully we can use 
this as a platform to do it again.” 

Sonko’s performances last sea¬ 
son lifted many players to a stand¬ 
ard not seen before in their 
careers and he was at the heart of 
the club’s record-breaking 12- 
match winning run this year. 

Job done 

He said: “When I started the 
season I wanted to get promotion 
and now it’s job done. I’m happy. 

“They counted on me to go up. 
We can look forward to next sea¬ 
son now. 

“Playing at a high level you 
need to be vocal. One thing is I am 
very vocal. Even at the top level 
you need to direct people. If you 
don’t direct people they can make 
a mistake, it is only normal that I 
pass on [my advice]. 

“Next season they can pass it on 
to other players.” 

Sonko was happy to sign his 
new Hawks deal, one of five who 
signed contracts for next term. 

He joked: “Even if I don’t want 
to be here I think [chief executive] 
Tom [Cunningham] and [chair¬ 
man] John [Barnett] will make 
sure I’m here. 

“I don’t see myself going any¬ 
where. I could go back in the 
[Football] League but I’m going to 
be 36 - it’s going to be tough. I like 
it, the boys are great. 

“I’ve had a great time and a
